Fortnight for Religious Liberty 

Throughout the United States, Catholic dioceses are organizing events in 
the weeks prior to July 4 th . The events are being called a Fortnight for Religious 
Liberty. The purpose is to pray for our nation and to inform people about 
recent legislation which violates religious freedom. 

The Department of Health and Human Services (HHS) has issued a 
mandate which forces religious institutions to provide services 
(contraception, sterilization, and abortion-inducing drugs) that violate their 
religious beliefs. There are far-reaching implications with this legislation. It is 
not only about the morality of these procedures. Rather, if the national 
government can force religious institutions to offer procedures which violate 
their beliefs, then it opens a floodgate of future violations. 

The diocese has organized an informational gathering, as well as Holy 
Hours and Masses during which people are invited to pray for the nation. 
Below is a list of events. All are welcome. Also, you are encouraged to attend 
the daily Masses at OLBH during these days (June 18 - July 3) which will be 
devoted especially to praying for our nation.
